Brown and Madison principals 
are making a concerted effort to 
complete the planning; the law 
was signed in August and pro¬ 
cedural details became available 
to the school system in the third 
week of October. 

Supt. Brown told the club that 
the administrative staff will need 
to bo bolstered by the time plan¬ 
ning begins for the second year 
of fodaral aid projects. 

Basis of Distribution 
The 31% allocation for the high 
.ichonl was stipulated by federal 
officials. 

The decision to allocate 40% to 
file West Madison-North Venice 
area and 29% to the remaining 
schools was based on a thorough 
study of economic ag.d other 
facici-3. the club was told.

Contractor Halts 
Work on Chain of 
Rocks River Span 

The new Chain of Rocks rivet* 
bridge, scheduled for opening 
late next spring, has been shut 
down for an undetermined pe¬ 
riod by the Ruckman and Han¬ 
sen Construction Co. of Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 

The company gave no direct 
reason for the shut down except 
to say that it had been plagued 
by labor difficulties and oiher 
problems in construction of the 
bridge superstructure under con¬ 
tract with the Missouri State 
Highway Department. 

Eugene Elberg, of Granite 
City, secretary-treasurer of the 
Madison County Carpenters Dis¬ 
trict Council, said that when his 
men received their paychecks 
last week they were_ notified 
there would be no more work 
this winter. Elberg said the num¬ 
ber of carpenters on the project 
varies, ranging up to 40 or 50 at 
peak. There were about 25 on 
the job when the shutdown no¬ 
tice was received, he said. 

Robert Kronst, district engi¬ 
neer of the Illinois State Highway 
Department at French Village, 
said the cutoff of work on the 
river bridge came as .Illinois 
Highway Department workers 
were putting the finishing touch¬ 
es on the twin bridges across the 
Chain of Rocks Canal. Only a 
few weeks work remains on the 
canal bridges which were to 
carry Route 270 across the canal 
and onto the bridge spanning the 
Mississippi. 

Illinois Work Done 

Kronst pointed out that all 
work to be done by the state on 
the river bridge was completed 
with construction of the substruc¬ 
ture. Under the agreement be¬ 
tween Missouri and Illinois, Mis¬ 
souri was to build the super¬ 
structure, including all top steel 
work, decking, railings, lighting 
i and signs. 

P. N. Ruckman, president of 
the construction firm, said about 
two months work remains on the 
bridge. All concrete decking has 

• been poured, but curbing and 
parapet walls must be built and 
lighting and signing is yet to ba 

’ done, he pointed out. 

| Elberg said he was told by 
1 Ruckman that the shutdown was

Start at County Jail 

A system of weekly inspections 
of the Madison county jail was 
instituted at Edwardsville last 
week by Sheriff Barney Fraun- 
dorf, who said the inspections 
will be made by members of the 
processing department of the 
sheriff's reports and inspections 
division. 

According to Fraundorf the 
system will be temporary until 
the Illinois Department of Public 
Safety spells out detailed stand¬ 
ards for the physical condition of 
jails and prisoner treatment. 

Under a new law adopted by 
the General Assembly, the De¬ 
partment of Public Safety has 
the power to establish minimum 
standards of physical treatment 
and prisoner treatment for coun¬ 
ty jails as well as municipal in¬ 
stitutions.

AN OPERATION NO ONE 
TALKS ABOUT—AUTOPSIES 

Jack Snyder, a man in his mid¬ 
sixties, suffered nausea, aching 
muscles and a high fever of un¬ 
known origin. His symptoms 
were common to many minor and 
serious illnesses. But before doc¬ 
tors could diagnose his condition, 
he died. 

An autopsy showed the patient 
had died of tuberculosis, a highly 
communicable disease. Immedi¬ 
ately, the family physician or¬ 
dered TB tests and chest x-rays 
for the entire family. They re¬ 
vealed that Mr. Snyder’s young¬ 
est son had a very active form of 
the disease. 

Fortunately, the condition was 
caught in time to be effectively 
treated, and the rest of the family 
was spared the risk of infection. 

Far-Reaching Benefits 

The benefits of an autopsy are 
far-reaching, not only to families, 
but to medical research. 

Through this type of examina¬ 
tion, we acquire new knowledge 
about such diseases as cancer, 
heart trouble, stroke, blood dis¬ 
eases, etc.—knowledge that helps 
to control and, eventually, pre¬ 
vent them. 

Autopsies also enable us to find 
explanations for symptoms which 


don’t fit in with a disease, and 
help us to make correct diagno¬ 
ses in the future. 

Because of their importance to 
medical science, many countries 
require them by law in every 
death. But here, in the United 
States, we must obtain permis¬ 
sion from the nearest of kin. 

No Reason To Refuse 

Unfortunately, many people re¬ 
fuse permission. Some refuse on 
the grounds that an autopsy will 
disfigure the body. This is not 

An autopsy is not a “practice” 
operation. It’s carried out in the 
hospital laboratory with the same - 
skill, dignity and care as in an 
operating room. Nothing in the j 
procedure changes the appear¬ 
ance of the deceased. I 

Others refuse because of reli¬ 
gious beliefs, but there are very 
few religions holding such beliefs. 

In fact, the Jewish. Roman Cath¬ 
olic and most Protestant sects 
encourage the performance of 
autopsies. 

Withholding permission can 
also be due to fear and ignorance. 
However, these two factors can 
be easily dispelled once the role 
that autopsies play in controlling 
and preventing disease is fully 
understood. 
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Q. I asked my broker to buy 
me 20 shares of a stock listed on 
the New York Stock Exchange. 
Now I find he charged me an 
“odd lot differential” in addition 
to the usual commission. Do I 
have to pay it? 

A. Yes. In the interests of 
economy and speed, stocks listed 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
and most other exchanges nor¬ 
mally are traded in packages, or 
lots, of 100 shares. These are 
called “round lots.” 

Not every buyer, of course, 
wants or can afford to buy 100 
shares at one time—particularly 
of the higher-priced stocks. So he 
buys a broken package, or an 
“odd lot,” as it is known in Wall 
Street. Any purchase of less than 
100 shares is an "odd lot.” 

The odd-lot differential is, in 
effect, simply the extra com¬ 
mission you should expect to 
pay for the service Involved in 
breaking up a round lot to give 
you the shares you want. 

For stocks listed on the New 
York Stock Exchange, this comes 
to 25 cents per share where the 
selling price is $40 or more a 
share; W/ 2 cents per share on 
stocks selling for less. 

Special Rules 

There are some special stock 
exchange rules that apply to odd 
lot purchases. 

Since an odd lot purchase can't 
be made on the floor of the ex¬ 
change, a broker with a buy 


order must approach an odd lot 
broker who deals solely in this 
market. 

An odd lot broker buys round 
lots and then breaks them up for 
sale to other brokers. To this ex¬ 
tent, he might be called a stock 
wholesaler. 

Odd lot brokers, unlike others, 
are expected to maintain an in¬ 
ventory of stocks. 

The market price of odd lots is 
set by the next round-lot sale that 
is completed on the floor of the 
stock exchange. Thus, if you tell 
your broker to buy you, say, four 
shares of General Motors "at the 
market” and the next floor sale 
is 103%, this is the price you pay 
—plus, of course, the ’/4-point ex¬ 
tra service fee for the odd lot 
broker and the regular brokerage 
commission. 

Unlike listed securities, odd-lot 
prices for over-the-counter secur¬ 
ities are determined by negotia¬ 
tion rather than by round-lot 
sales. Accordingly, it is advis¬ 
able to find out what price your 
broker can quote you on given 
stock, before placing your order.

Aldermen Taking Action To Achieve 
More Attractive Residential Areas 

City council members took a stand favoring a 
neater and more attractive Granite City last week 
when they passed a law banning storage of broken- 
down autos and other debris in yards. 

Under the unanimously-adopted ordinance, 
police or the city inspector may serve residents 
with notices to remove junk within a specified 
period of up to 10 days. If such instructions are 
ignored, arrests are to follow, with fines of $ 10 to 
$500 upon conviction for each day of violation. 

The new law is worthy of full support because 
it will clearly define residential areas as places 
limited to homes and the facilities and activities 
normally related to them. 

With the national and state trends toward 
screening of unsightly scrap yards, a study of the 
requirements in current municipal junk yard li¬ 
censing laws also may be in order. Granite City 
restrictions include limiting such enterprises to sites 
having appropriate zoning.

Overseas And Families Here

What a difference a disciple 
makes! 

A few years ago, these'words, 
“What a difference a day 
makes,” were part of a popular 
song. 

I want to change the wording 
a bit and say that it makes a lot 
of difference between a disciple 
who follows Christ In accord¬ 
ance with Luke 9:23, “If any 
man will come after Me, let him 
deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me,” and 
what we call a member of the 
church. 

Being a disciple means DE¬ 
NIAL: ... let him deny himself 
- . . .” We of all people know less 
: about self-denial than any people 
in history. 

Being a disciple means DIS¬ 
COMFORT: . . take up his 

cross daily . . .” We know very 
little of discomfort except as we 
read of our boys who suffer and 
sacrifice their lives in South 
Vietnam. 

Being a disciple means death 
to our DESIRES and ambitions: 

. . and follow Me.” Many 
times we follow Christ from a 
distance or in our own way in¬ 
stead of the way of love and 
loneness that He trod. 

Misused Terminology 

If being a disciple means all 
of this, what does being a mem¬ 
ber of the church mean? As we 
look at the New Testament, 
there is no such type of church 
membership that we know and 
practice today. 

The only type of membership 
which the Scripture teaches is- 
that which is recorded in I Cor. 


12:12: “For the body is one. and 
hath many members, and all the 
members of that one body, being 
many, are one body, so also is 
Christ.” 

This is to s&y that we are 
“members of Christ's one Body” 
and not members of a church or 
organization. 

Emil Brunner in his study of 
the church entitled, “The Misun¬ 
derstanding of the Church,” has 
this to say about membership in 
the church. “The community 
which waits in hope for the re¬ 
turn of the Lord and which lives 
by faith and love in the posses¬ 
sion of His Spirit cannot be an 
institution, a church.” 

Many persons have rejected 
the institutional church and with 
some good reasons, for what kind 
of a life is there in an institu¬ 
tion? There must be free life 
of the Spirit in Christ Jesus. 

Jesus in speaking to Nicode- 
mus, who was a ruler of the Jews 
and knew the working of the re¬ 
ligious institution of his day, 
sought to instruct him in the 
truth concerning the working of 
•God’s Spirit. 

In John 3:8, these words need 
our best minds to mine the gold 
of truth: “The wind bloweth 
where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof, but canst not 
tell whence it cometh, and wither 
it goeth; so is every one that is 
bom of the Spirit.” 

It is most Important that we 
be born of the Spirit and not the 
institution which we strongly con¬ 
fuse with the body of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. 

It makes a lot of difference, if 
we are a disciple instead of a so- 
called church member, which 
•isn’t a correct term for Christ’s 
body — “The called-out ones.”
